Either Must Increase Revenue 


or Cut Expeditures, the 


Secretary Says.

Washington, D. C.—Tho government 


will be hard put to find enough reven- 
ue in the next few years to keep its 
activities running and meet maturing 
obligations, Secretary of the Treasury 
Houston told the senate finance com- 
mittee today. 
If new tax burdens are assumed, the 


situation will become doubly serious, 
he said. 


Houston was asked to analyze the 


linancial situation with reference to 
the proposal to pay a soldier bonus ot 
between one and two billion dollars. 


He put before the committee, with 


tho aid of a few figures, a graphic pic- 
ture of just what the treasurer faces 
between»now and the end of 1923. 


Victory Bonds Due 


In 1923, he said, $500,000,000 of war 


savings certificates and $4,250,000,000 
of victory notes and bonds mature, and 
must either bo refunded or paid. In 
addition, the cost of running the gov- 
ernment must be met and the floating 
debt amounts to $2,300,000,000. 


"In brief," said Houston, "we have 


to take care of $7,500,000,000 worth of 
obligations within the next two years 
in addition to financing the ordinarj 
activities of the government. 


'•At the same time, some sources of 


revenue are gradually drying up, not- 
ably the income and profits taxes. 


"We will approach 1923 with a defi- 


cit of at least 
$1,500,000,000 at the 


present rat2. 


Must Cut Expense 


"Obviously, therefore, wo must ei- 


ther cut down our expenditures or find 
new sources of revenue, even if we do 
not take on any new obligation. That 
will be difficult because there is grow- 
ing in the public mind opposition to 
paying high taxes any longer." 


Houston said he strongly opposed 


*ny plan to have tlw government give 
Germany a credit of a. billion dollars, 
as some farm organizations arc de- 
manding. 
"That would just be transferring to 


the government the bad debts or poor 
security which private capital refuses 
to assume " sajd Houston. 


Too Many Burdens 


Ho declared that if such a credit 


were granted Germany, he would not 
Icnow where the money would come 
from. 


"With all the burdens that confront 


vs. it doesn't seem to me that we 
ought to throw on the government fur- 
ther burdens of that sort," said Hous- 
ton. 


Some of the chief advocates of the 


eredH to Germany are vociferously de- 
manding, he said, that tire debt owed 
us by the allies be cancelled.

Program of Legislation Is Urged 


to Stimulate Construc- 


tion of Housss. 


Washington, D. 
C.—Construction 


during the four past years has been 
less than in any pre-war year, Sena- 
tor Calder, New York, told the senate 
today in urging a program of legisla- 
tion to relieve the serious housing 
shortage. 


Calder made the following recom- 


mendations for legislation: 


1—Establishment of a construction 


bureau in 
the department of com- 


merce to be a clearing house for all 
building activities, to secure informa- 
tion on building materials, study new 
-.uilding methods to decrease cost and 
work out standardization of materials. 


2—Authorization for 50 per cent of 


$2,000,000,000 savings deposits in the 
national banks to be loaned on real 
estate mortgages. 


3—Exemption from taxation of the 


income on mortgages when in the 
hands of individuals, provide that no 
individual shall own more than $40.- 
000 owrth. This is provided in a bill al- 
ready introduced by Calrter. 


4—Legislation exempting for five 


vears the profits on the sate of new 
'arilclings erected for dwelling, provid- 
"d that these profits are re-invested 
in new dwellings. 


5—Creation of a homo loan banking 


«vstem in line with 
the farm loan 


hank. 


6—Establishment of trade schools 


where young men could be trained in 
he building trades. 


7—Amendment 
of the transporta- 


tion act to check tho issuance by the 
'ntprstate commerce commission of ill- 
advised ex-parte orders on the ground 
that priority orders for coal retarded 
business and discouraged building. 


8—Supervision of the coal industry 


liy some federal agency to prevent nec- 
essity of "complete government con- 
trol, or even the licensing system."

baggage rates. 


The attorney general hailed the de- 


velopments as the beginning of a 
long and bitter court fight. The cases 
will be carried to the United States 
supremo court to determine whether 
the interstate commerce commission's 
rulings supereed-a rulings of state utili- 
ties commissions as to rates intrnstate. 
The cases bring up the question of 
states rights. 


Railroads are required to sive five 


days notice to the public when they 
increase rates. 
In Minnesota, rail- 


roads are already charging a 3 rent 
passenger fare under tho Esch-Cum- 
mins act. The rates will now bo in-

Emergency Bill: 


LEADERS PLAN TO FIGHT 


Canvass Reveals Many Demo- 


crats Were Ready to Sup- 


port Fordney Measure.

Washington, D. C.—Abnormal eco- 


nomic conditions are producing abnor- 
mal political divisions everywhere but 
the attitude of the democrats toward 
the emergency tariff 
just passed 


by the House of Representatives is 
tho most significant thing that has 
happened since the political upheaval 
which the country experienced at the 
polls last November. 


Informally canvassing the 
demo- 


crats in the House, the leaders found 
a few days ago that about two thirds 
if them were getting ready to vote for 
the Fordney tariff bill, and this too In 
spite of the fact that the wool sched- 
ule is much higher than the famous 
schedule K which President Taft final- 
ly admitted jwas "indefensible." 


Democratic leaders began to reason 


wtyth then- brethren and found out 
that fear of the farmers and the cat- 
tle-raisers was at the bottom of the 
protectionist feeling of the democrats 
who were not afraid of republican op- 
position but the prospect that pro- 
tectionist democrats might arise in 
the next primaries to contest their 
seats. The democratic leaders found 
that the democratic rank and file had 
been persuaded to believe that they 
would not be held to task by low tar ff 
democratic constituents for voting for 
an emergency measure. The upshot 
of the conferences, however, was a 
considerable return to the original 
democratic position on the tariff and 
there were not as many democratic 
votes for the Fordney bill as it seemed 
at 
first. 
The vote, however, was 


surprising. 


Must Be Consistent 


The contention of the democratic 


leaders is that if a democrat votes for 
the principle 
of protection 
in 
an 


emergency measure, he will find H 
difficult to oppose U\e tariff measures 
which the republicans will unquestion- 
ably offer as a permanent policy when 
tho extra session of congress has been 
convened. 


How, 
it is asked, can a democrat 


reverse himself when the real tariff 
bills are before him next spring? Ac- 
cordingly many democrats, especially 
those in the senate, are announcing 
that they will bitterly oppose the 
Fordney bill when it reaches the up- 
per house and that they will insist on 
thorough discussion and considerable 
debate. Democrats, however, will be 
found supporting the -bill. Senators 
Ransdell and Gay of Louisiana 
as 


well as some western democrats in 
whose states 
tho cattle-raisers arc 


clamoring for 
tariff 
protection to 


I stop the fall in tho price of wool, will 
form a sturdy coalition which will as- 
sist tho republicans materially in get- 
ting the measure through tho senate. 
Southern democrats are inclined to 
line up against the measure together 
with some eastern republicans in tho 
senate in whose states are manufactur- 
ing concerns who want foreign mar- 
kets and fear a disturbance to trade 
if retalitory tariff wars arc begun. 


Senator Oscar Underwood of Ala- 


bama, who knows the tariff question 
from "a" to "z" because part ho 
played in framing the present tariff 
laws when he was a member of tho 
house is expected back here in a day 
or two and will consult with Senator 
Simmons and other democratic lead- 
ers concerning a party policy. More- 
over the democratic ranks in con- 
gress which show signs every now 
and then of going to pieces on party 
policies are apt to be strengthened 
when the party conferences have been 
held after the first of the year. The 
whole tariff effort in the present ses- 
sion is regarded by many democrats 
as a shrewd effort on the part of re- 
publicans like Senators Warren of 
Wyoming, who represents 
a cattle 


raising state, to lay the foundations 
for a high tariff in the extra session 
of congress, figuring that even Presi- 
dent Harding will not be able to op- 
pose tho imposition of tariff duties 
that have already passed a congress 
in which republican majorities 
are 


slender compared to the overwhelming 
strength of the new congress.

Fort Worth, Texas—Tom Vickery, 


a white man, held on a charge of mur- 
dering Jeff C. Couch, a policeman, 
Monday night, was taken from the 
county Jail here shortly after mid- 
night by a mob and hanged. 


After Vickery was suspended in 


midair, the mob fired several shots 
into his body and dispersed. 
The 


lynching was staged about a mile 
from the courthouse, between Fort 
Worth and North Fort Worth. 


The jailor at the county jail was 


overpowered by about 25 masked men. 
The men dragged Vickery from his 
cell, loaded him in an automobile and 
drove to the vicinity of the Samuels 
avenue bridge where they parked 
their cars so the headlights would il- 
luminate the hackberry tree on which 
he was hanged. The hanging was so 
quietly conducted that the majority 
of the sleeping city was unaware of 
what was going on. 


Vickery was arrested Monday night 


after the killing of Policeman Conch 
at a. local taxi company garage. Po- 
lice had received a report that Vick- 
ery, who was a tax driver, while in 
an intoxicated condition had phot a 
man and sent Couch to arrest him. 
At the time Couch was killed Vick- 
ery was under bond for killing an- 
other man, John little, some time 
ago. , 


Lynching of Vickery climaxed a 


series of murderers and a wavo of 
robberies and lesser crimes in l'"ort 
Worth the last few months.

every large city in the country is 
growing as the holidays approach, ac- 
cording to information gathered today 
by the United Press. 


Despite police reinforcements in the 


shopping districts, establishment of a 
modified curfew, arming of employes 
and other precautions, crooks contin- 
ued to ply their trade in Xew York 
City. 


Other cities and towns in the district

In cities as distant as Buffalo and 


Albany, known criminals were being 
met at trains and ordered to continue 
their enforced pilgrimage. 


Chicago reported its crime generally 


on the increase. Murders, holdups 
and burglaries were growing altho 
there was a decrease in pay-roll rob- 
beries. Police blamed unemployment. 


In Cleveland more than 2,000 ar- 


rests had been made since the drive 
against crooks started six weeks ago, 
but there was no appreciable decrease 
in crime.

SHOULD BE STOPPED 


The American Farm Bureau urges con- 


gress to prohibit short selling 
on the 


JJoard of Trade end agricultural products. 
This includes foodj wool and. eotion, all 
necessities of life. 


Short selling is celling something tha 


seller hasn't got, and usually something 
he never expects to have. It is a gambling 
trick well worn by frequent Board of 
Trade usage. 
Ono gambler, seeking to 


force down the price of wheat, say, so 
that he, or another may buy wheat at a 
lower figure than then obtaining, "sells" 
a million bushels of wheat. He doesn't 
really sell any wheat. He merely agrees 
to deliver so many bushel* by a certain 
iJixed date. He hopes the market price 
will have dropped by delivery day. His 
paper sale helps to depress the market. 
If he, or his confederates, continue mak- 
ing these paper, or fictitious sales the 
price of real wheat falls. 
That is the 


golden opportunity of the grain specu- 
lator who often is a miller, too. The man 
who grew the whest suffers by reason of 
the prjce reduction. 


Short selling is nothing but betting tha,t 


the price of wheat, or whatever it ia, will 
be lower at a fixed date than it is on the 
date of the sale. Long buying results in 


.%A price increase. Long buying is buying 
what the buyer doesn't want and doesn't 
expect to get. The buyer hopes to un- 
load before he has to accept the wheat. 
Long buying usually is started after short 
selling has beaten down the farmer's 
price. When the speculators gel the prod- 
uct in their hands they begin the campaign 
of long buying. The price leaps upward. 
They profit. That is the gambler's profit. 
The producer loses. Th« consumer doesn't 
gain. Frequently he too, loses. 


Ii is a vicious circle which squeezes 


both the farmer and the consumer. Short 
(telling particularly is an economic crime 
against the real producers of the country. 
It ought lo be prohibited by lav when it 


a gambling operation- and.

The Armenians have found a friend at

AVhen all the phansee nations had 


passed by on the other side, along came 
the Bolsheviki and gave them a helping 
hand. It is not to be held against the Ar- 
menians that they took that hand, as the 
only one outstretched in a time of bitter 
need.

Armenian nation possesses is now a soviet 
government, set up in Erivan by represen- 
tatives of Russian Bolshevism.

Those puis- 
sant Reds have passed the word to Musta- 
pha Kemal. and the latter has grudgingly 
desisted from the pleasant task of exter- 
minating the Armenian race.

REDUCTION OF ARMAMENTS 


No wonder the representatives of the 


forty-odd nations at Geneva are disposed 
to defer practical discusvsion o£ the ques- 
tion of disarmament. A Chinese delegate 
remarked, with obvious truth, that "prac- 
tically nothing can be done for the reduc- 
tion of armaments unless America asso- 
ciates herself with the League." At pres- 
ent, out of every dollar of tha United 
States governments money 93 cents is be- 
ing spent on past wars and in prepara- 
tion for wars to come. All the other great 
nations are struggling beneath similarly 
appalling military costs, and. however 
much they would like to be free of the 
burden, they feel that they most continue 
to stagger beneath the load as long as 
even one powerful country does not agree 
to tho reduction of armaments. Every 
great nation without exception must agree 
before the first real step can bo takeu. 


Even then there would be difiieulties. 


Prance, for example, regards the complete 
execution of the treaty of Versailles as an 
imperative prerequisite, 
and this at the 


best would take a long time. The French 
know that if they had not had a trained 
army of 800,000 men the German scheme 
of overrunning Europe in a few months 
would have succeeded, and they fear that 
even under universal agreement to reduce 
armaments the Germans would secretly 
prepare for further military aggression. 
Disarmament is a most complicated propo- 
sition, yet urgent and sustained effort to- 
ward that end is imperative, The pres- 
ent burden is more than ever one that all 
nations, including the United 
States,

Most cases of migraine begin In early youth or 


young adult life. Few cases begin after thirty. This 
'S also true of epilepsy. As I have said before, good 
students o? the subject have described migraine (peri- 
•>dic one-sided sick headaches ushered in by brilliant 
•r blind scotomata) a* the "sensory equivalent" of 
-•pileptic seizures. 


In an Individual with the hereditary migralnous 


'isposition, then, It Is probable that various minor 
lefects or disturbances may precipitate or favor 
the occurrence of migraine seizures—defects which 
vould scarcely annoy a person with sound nervous 
stability. Thus, that ordinary degree of eyestrain 
which practically every civilized Individual presents 
if examined, may in some casea be a definite factor 
and one worthy of the careful attention of a good 
oculist. But it is futile and Illogical to imagine that 
this well nigh universal imperfection of vision is a 
frequent factor of headaches of any kind, for ex 
oerlence has shown that the eyestrain is really con- 
cerned in only three In every hundred cases. 


Likewise fatigue, constipation, excessive 
indul- 


gence In food, emotional upsets of any kind, may b< 
the inciting causes in the case of an individual who 
has the migrainous disposition. Those who are con- 
tent to conceive "biliousness" as an inciting cause 
should learn that the usual factor of "biliousness" 
'•s not the liver or any shortcomings in its function 
but overeating or lack of sufficient exercise, or 
both. 


Nearly a third of all casea of migraine begin in 


childhood, sometime between the fifth 
and tenth 


years of age, and the other two-thirds appear in 
youth or early adult life. Supposed migraine fir s-mi 
lar attacks appearing for the first time after the 
tgo of thirty, suggest, like late appearing epileptic 
ittacks, some developing lesion of the nervous sys- 
tem rather than true migraine, or, if • It be an 
epileptic trouble, true epilepsy. Thus insidious ab- 
oess of the brain, brain tumor, and apoplexy have 
been mistaken for migraine appearing in in- 
dividuals over thirty. 


Decayed teeth are sometimes 
a precipitating 


factor of migraine, even though there is no tooth- 
ache. Slight abnormalities within the nasal cham- 
bers have apparently precipitated migraine in num 
erous instances. In children with this disposition, 
therefore, the teeth and the nose and throat re- 
quire careful examination.

eight states havo already passed en- 
forcement codes, and it la predicted 
that most of the other* will speedily 
do ao. 


But passing a law is one thing and 


enforcing it is another. In spite of 
all these laws, liquor is pouring into 
the country over both borders and 
through every port. It is being taken 
out of bond and sold. . It ia being il- 
licitly made and sold. It la being made 
in many homes by the occupants 
thereof for their own use, and these 
illicit makers of beer, wine and whis- 
ky include persons of a great variety 
of classes, poor and rich, rural and 
urban. 


Can this wave of .lawlessness bo 


checked? The prohibitionists 
have 


presumably convined the American 
electorate that prohibition is a good 
thing if it can bo made effective. But 
if it cannot be made effective, if it 
gives rise merely to an elaborate sys- 
tem of lawbreaking, then the question 
legitimately arises again, as to wheth- 
er it is a good thing in iuch circum- 
stances. 
In other words, 
the best 


point of attack which the opponents 
of prohibition have is that 
a law 


which cannot be enforced 
is worse 


than no law at all, and that intelligent 
regulation, which could, be enforced, 
would undoubtedly be better than 
complete prohibition which cannot be 
enforced.

'labit just is because it always lias been, and 
that's a poor therapeutic indication.

Prohibition on Trial

year more effective, it will be hard in- 
deed for the opponents of the law to 
make an effective attack upon it. If 
the wave of lawbreaking gathers and 
spreads, if the law Is a dead letter in

then prohibition will be attacked as a 
practical failure whatever 
its theo- 


retical merits.

in most large cities by anyone who 
can pay from eight to twelve dollars

moonshine 


brewa can 
be purchased in

rural sections. Certain alleged medi- 
cines, containing large percentages of 
alcohol and prescribed on the bottle 
to be taken in doses of several glasses 
a day, may bo purchased at very rea- \ 
sonable prices in drug stores 
and 


delicatessen 
stores 
almost 
every- 


where. 
Above all, almost 
anyone 


who has ordinary cooking 
facilities 


can mako in 
his home either ale, 


heer, wine or whisky, and beyond a 
doubt great numbers of persons do so. 
How can all of these breaches of law. 
and especially 
tho last one, be 


stopped? 


We talked this matter over with 


Wayne B. Wheeler, who is general 
counsel for the Anti-Saloon League, 
xnd has often been referred to as the 
brains of 
that 
organization. 
His 


noint of view is most interesting and 
presumably may be taken as repre- 
sentative of that of the active prohi- 
bitionists in general. A profound faith 
'n law and in police power Is 
the 


ba^is of Mr. Wheeler's philosophy. He 
sees the present wave of law breaking 
as a mere temporary thing1 which will 
'novitably be crushed.

snys. "He may give us a lot of trouble,

ing the enforcement organization, am 
by a campaign of education 
lawlessness. 


"Tho man who breaks the lav ia

bolshevism and anarchy as long at 
they tolerated 
the 
lawlessness ol 


those who break 
the prohibition 


amendment. The Anti-Saloon League,

Mr. Wheeler was convincing tn his 
tatement of how prohibition will be 
nforced, except in the matter of 
ome-brewing. There indeed is the i 
ifficult part of the Job. To restrict 
he sale of malt and hops wffl hardly 
solve the problem, for you can make 
a good beverage out of almost 
any 


fruit or vegetable, 
and the ways of 


doing it are multiplying and spread- 
ing. 
Unless the right of 
a man's 


home to be free from search withoti* 
warrant is abolished, BO that prohibi- 
tion agents can ransack our houses 
at regular intervals for evidences of 
liquor making, the prevention by po 
lice power of home-brovklnar and dis 
tilling seems, hardly practicable. 


This ia tacitly admitted to a cer- 


tain extent by the prohibitionists who 
say that they depend on their campaign 
against the spirit of lawlessness to dn 
the work. Mr. Wheeler adds to this 
another argument.

erty, 
and that they 
are therefore 


justified In 
lawlessness. 
It was In- 


quired what would be the prohibition 
reply to this viewpoint. 


"There is no such thing as personal 


liberty under a civilized government," 
said Mr. Wheeler. "Personal Hbertv 
ends where 
public wrong begins 


There is only civil liberty, which is 
liberty under law." 


This impromptu statement must evi- 


dently be .taken as suprerestivo rather 
than complete. 
It 
leaves 
one 
to 


puzzle out for himself tho nature of a 
civil liberty which ia not personal, 
and how public wrongs should sprirrr 
from individual rights. None the less, 
Mr. Wheeler makes tho prohibitionist 
point of view pretty clear.
